because the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Following the 101 guideline; the claimed invention are directed to an abstract 
idea (mathematical algorithm). 

The claimed inventions do not produce a Useful, Tangible, and Concrete Result 
or Physical transformation. The output, which in this case is the burst information, is 
indexed based on the arrival time of the burst information. The phase ambiguity that is 
generated by the claimed invention is not used for processing the burst information. (see 
101guidline page 30)

However,, the phase 
ambiguity that is generated is never used for processing the burst information as 
claimed in the present claimed invention.
